I here are several angles about the O P A decision lo 
hold market prices on autom obiles rigidly to 1942 levels 
I Wbidi ought to l>e clearly understood by all Am ericans 
interested in their co u n try’s future. 
hirst of all, the action m ay be said to blaze an entirely 
new trail for our supposedly ‘free’ governm ent. 
I bere have been m any cases in the past in which, 
even during peace, the governm ent has stabilized pri( < 
levels in em ergency periods. 
In all previous cases, however, the industry, distrib­ 
utors and retailers have been consulted and efforts made 
.to find levels acceptable to all. 
Ib is is the first time that 
the governm ent has insisted on prices 
which everyone 
concerned with the m anufacture and sale of autom obiles 
declares are inadequate. 
Second, those who are trying to make up their minds 
whether our present system of governm ent is a dem oc­ 
racy, a representative republic, or an out-and-out dictator­ 
ship run by bureaucrats, m ay find it w orth w hile to note 
exactly how the new' orders are being put into effect.
